LADY AND WOMAN. 


Common-Sense Comments on One of the 


Social Topics of the Hay. 


It is strange liow questions of the 


widest interest enter puttie discussion 
in tho humblest dress. A correspond- 
ent from Lake Huntington. puts this 
question: 
"Is the term widow lady correct? 
It may be under certain circum- 


stances; but we are dead against it 
first, last and all tho time. If tlie 
woman is a widow and can properly lie 
called a lady, she must be a-widowlady, 
but of all the absurd, finical and un- 
ladylike affectations, tho unnecessary 
awl indiscriminate use of the word lady 
is, perhaps, the worst. The idea tljat 
women may not be considered ladies 
seems to have stricken terror to the fe- 
rnalo soul, and by persons affected 
with this dread, the word is dragged m 
on every possible occasion in place of 
its natural and proper substitute till 
one might almost think that the two 
divisions of the female ranks, the'lady- 
like and the unladylike, had been re- 
versed, and the ladies were those who 
disdained or refused to make a brand 
out of their true character at every 
chance. A widow is always a woman, 
and a widow is, therefore, always a 
widowed woman, and that is the fullest 
description of her stage which can be 
applied within the limit of good taste. 
If the consciousness exists of sufficient 
gentility to make it known to the 
world that she is a lady by her man- 
ners and bearing, rather than by the , 
nublication or the advertisement of the 
fact, then no other title will be em- 1 
ployed. Sue knows she is a lady just 
as she knows that her namo is Mary or 
Emma; but she is no more anxious to 
publish and make a show of one fact 
than the other. 
A most conspicuous illustration ol 


the strained use of the word lady is its 
application, whether by themselves or 
not we don't know, to those charming 
and obliging young women who dis- 
pense their employers' goods to us 
over the counter in return for our 
money. There is a common practice 
of callin"- them salesladies instead of 
saleswomen. One miaht as well fore- 
gentleman instead of foreman. Cer- 
tainly we imagine that the general 
verdict would be that a large majority 
of those young girls are ladies. But 
why they or their admirers should 
seek to force the public to a constant 
declaration of that fact by insisting 
that they should be called salesladies, 
common sense affords no explanation. 
The character of a lady should be so ir- 
repressible as to reveal itself upon the 
most casual contact, and it would nat> 
urally shrink from the blatant!- and 
common notoriety which the modern 
custom of the shop prescribes. Let 
the word lady go, and let ladylikeness 
be cultivated and intensified under the 
name of woman. 
The same remarks also apply to the 


use of the word "gentleman." We 
sav that Mr. B. is a gentleman of fine 
character and intellect, while a descrip- 
tion of him divested of affectation 
would represent him as a man. "Man 
and "woman" are much more sonor- 
ous humane and desirable terms than 
••gentleman" and "lady." It may 
also be said that in nine cases out ol 
ten their use is much more gentle- 
manlv nnd ladylike.— N. Y. Snn.

or Labor, I am strongly convincocf of the vast 
importance ot the question, which' forms but 
one ring in the great chain of tue social prob- 
lems of our day, and especially fo( our country. 
TUe order is not hostile to roHfion; we have 
not found In its constitution, • by-laws and 
official dtclaratiori the elements whleb the Holy 
See so clearly indicates >a condemnatory, and 
tho formula of the order contains neither oath 
of obligation which precludes thoso who do 
not boloni; to it from becoming acquainted 
with their affairs. This has been speolHcially 
explained to us by the original officers. No 
promise of blind obedience Is reo/iirod. Not 
only their object and their rules are not hostile 
to roligionorthe church, bjit tho very contra- 
ry. The general master "workman in sending 
me a copy of tho constitution took occasion to 
request with filial submlsilon, that the pastors 
of tho church examine all the details of their 
body and faithfully promise that if they found 
therein any thing reprehensible to point It out 
and ho would recommend that the proper 
modification bo made. Assuredly this does not 
look like hostility toward tlio authority of the 
church, but, on 
tho 
contrary, 
it

Aft- 


er tho convention In Btchmonl, their zealous 
oftlcers made the same dec! u\.tlon, defining 
their sentiments. Not only their constitution 
and regulations containing nothing of the sort, 
but the heads of our civil authorities treat 
them and tho cause they represent with the 
greatest respect. The President of the United 
Stales told ine personally but a short time ago 
that he had then under consideration a law 
tending to remedy certain social grievances 
and that ho had just had a conference with Mr. 
Powclorly the general muster workman of the 
order. Tho Congress of the United States, 
following tho ndvlco of the President, is now 
considering measures tending to ameliorate 
ttio condition of the worltlngmen. The foundn- 
t'on lor many of those complaints Is openly 
aolcuowlodcro 1, and 
tho political parties,

enemies of tho country, vio with each olher 
to obtain for them the rights they are so clearly 
antltlcd to, forlt isa fact WBU.Jcnown that the 
poor toilers have no inclination lo resist or

legitimate menus. Tho worklngmon have tho 
right to organl/.o their own protection, and it is 
tlio duty of the public at largo to aid them In 
tludlnga remedy against the danger through 
which civilization and nodal order are menaced 
by urnrlvc, oppression and corruption. It seems 
to me plain that the Holy See can not entertain 
the proposal to condemn tho order of tho 
Knights of Labor: First, bocuaso such a con- 
demnation does not sppear to be justified 
either by the letter or by the spirit of its 
con- 


stitution or Its laws, or by the declaration of 
its huads. Second, that such a condemnation 
does not appear necessary in 
viow of the 


transient form of tho organization of the social 
condition of the United States. Third, that it 
wmtld not be prudent, on account of the reality 
of the wrongs of the worklngmen, and tho fact 
tbat-Uir existence of such Is admitted by the 
American public. Fourth, that It would bo 
dangerous to the reputation of the church in 
our democratic country. Fifth, that it would 
be powuilcss to compel the obedience or our 
Catholic workulgmon, who would regard it as 
[also 
and 
Iniquitous. 
Sixth, 
that 


it would be destructive instead of ben.efli.ial 
In Us elTect, forcing tho sons of the church to 
rebel against tho moltier and to rango them- 
selves with condemned societies wh'ch they 
have hitherto avoided. Seventh, that It would 
tui-h into doubt and hostility the marked de- 
votion of our people toward the Holy See. 
I'lightli, it wutttd bo regarded as a cruel blow 
at tho authority of the bishops of the United 
Htates, il Is well known, protests against such 
a eondemuatfoh " 


Thus It will bo soen that his eminence made 


fuiclblo public plea for the "working classes. 
The bearing of the Vatican toward thoorclerhas 
been filendly aud oonclliatoiy. The Knights of 
Labor icmiiin untouched, and it will be our 
particular duty to prevent the order from com 
mltting any thing against the civil und ecclesi- 
astical huvs, which might pe condemned by the 
dim <jh or by the State. His Holiness, tho Pope, 
wisely determined not to provoke an antagon- 
ism between the church and the order. 
And 


Leo Xlll has shown that ho Is neither rash nor 
unjust. In a lettei of Cardinal Manning's, re- 
garding the oider to a prominent American 
bishop, that liberal-minded prolate said: 


"I have lead wlthgreat Interest Cardinal 
Gib- 


bons' document In regard to tho order. The 
Holy See will, I am sure, bo convinced by his 
exposition of the state of the new world. I 
hope It will open a new Held of thought and ao 
tlon. It passes the understanding that officious 
persons should bo listened to rather than 
church oniecr". Surely tho episcopate of the 
whole world *s tho wost powerful and direct in 
Sjtrumont in the hands of the Holy See for gath 
erlng correct local knowledge and enforcing its 
directions. 
Who can know the temper of

CLUBBED BY THE POLICE 


An Exciting Affray at a Meet- 


ing of Socialists in 


Xew York. 


An Over-Zealous Office* and His Men 


Hade a Fierce Assault Upon 


the Crowd. 


Broken Heads and Bleeding Noses the 


Order of the Day—The Police Offi- 


cer's Explanation. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—The Progressire 


Labor party held a meeting last night on 
the plaza at Union square to ratify the 
State ticket nominated hy that party. 
There was some dispute because the plaza 
was not lighted as well as usual on the 
occasion of such meetings, and the dispute 
culminated in a bittor wrangle which led 
to police interference, and uoarly resulted 
in n riot. The police refused to allow the 
speakers to occupy the usual platform, 
and some such terrible outbreak as occur- 
red at Haymarket square, in Chicago, 
seemed imminent. It was at half-past 
nine 
o'clock, 
and 
Henry 
Vioomun, 


the Socialist delegate, 
was 
about to 


read the resolutions from one of the threo 
trucks used as stands for speakers. Sud- 
denly a disturbance arose from a compact 
band of man equidistantfrom the Vrooman 
stand nud that in charge of Ferdinand 
Bti-uuss. They sent up a cborus o£ groans 
and hisses, interspersed by the hoarse 
campaign cry of "George, George, Henry 
George!" Police Captain Reilly of tho 
Nineteenth precinct, who was in charge 
of the whole force present, was seon to 
leave his position in front of the Everett 
House and beckon to a squad of his men. 
They approached tho scene of the disturb- 
ance 
in 
double-quick 
time.

tanoously, as it seemed to those on the 
main platform ot the cottage, the serried 
lines of police, 130 strong, and led by 
Sergeants Granger, McGannand Schmitt- 
berger, threw themselves bodily on tlie 
assemblage.

T can only account for this out- 
break on the ground that a desire f or o 
disturbance was latent in the crowd, and 
their own fears led them to fly panic- 
stricken at the first sight of the police. 
Most of the damage was done, not by the 
police, but by the headlong rush of the 
crowd itself. There wera tio arrests made, 
and we have no record of any one needing 
hospital or surgical aid." 


Captain Reilly produced Mr. Thomas, 


and called on him to confirm tho state- 
ment that he had asked for polico aid to 
quell 
the disturbance.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—I walked past the 


largest private stables in Washington today. 
Thoy aro those ol Senator Stanford, of Cali- 
fornia. Tho ground allotted to them ia sixty 
feot front by more than 100 feet deep, and the 
stables will accommodate about a dozen 
hoi-sea and a cow. 
Thoy aro now nearly 


completed, and tboy look moro like a chapel 
than stables. The building is of two stories. 
It is made of select brick, nnd the ground 
upon which it stands is norluut least $1 a 
square foot. It has already cost, all told, 
125,000, and will foot up 11,000 more before 
it is completed. Senator Stanford told me 
before he loft for California that in building 
jhese stables he aimed at the comfort of his 
horses rather than extravagance, and that 
tho reports sent out about their gorgeousnegs 
went without foundation. 


I went into them mysolt today. They are 


filtered by double doors, and the covered 
tourt whom the hitching up is to bo done is 
so big that a four horse omnibus could turn 
around in it without touching the walls. Its 
floor is of concrete, ia small blocks, and its 
ceiling, girded by iron rafters, is made of 
Georgia pine, beautifully oiled and var- 
nished. It is well lighted, and at one corner 
there Is u great elevator, as big as the floor 
of a fair sized bedroom, which is used for 
raising and lowering tlio carriages to the 
locond story. Directly in front of this court 
stands tho door leading on into the stables 
proper. These are separated from the hitch- 
ing court by two rooms, one of which is a 
wash room for harness. This has a station- 
ary wash tub, with hot and cold water, and 
It has all tho conveniences for tho hanging 
up o! harness to dry. Upon the opposite side 
there Is a harness room, or what might better 
be called a harness wardrobe. It is as large 
as » hall bed room, is lined with glass cases 
[undo of some white wood, and along the 
backs of each case are a number of iron sad- 
ales made for tho hanging up of harness. 
Below aro drnwars in which tho robes may 
be kept and there aro u number of poles 
itrotohed across the top for tho hanging of 
Middles and harness. 


Tho accommodations for .tho horses are 


purfuct. Tho stables are arranged so that 
not a draught of air can strike a heated 
iiorse, ami so that the li^ht comes from above 
ind cannot shino In their oyes, and the walls 
of tho stables, which aro double, ore as warm 
iiH mniliM-ii architecture can make them. 
1'hero uro tlirua largo box stalls, tho lower 
part of ouch of which is made ot white wood, 
with an iron railing running around the top. 
Tlio drainage and sewerage of this barn is as 
(wrfei-tns that of a sanitary resort, and the 
Iloor of each of these box stalls slopes slightly 
from the edges of tho square to the center. 
Duo of tlio stalls is moro elegantly finished 
than tlio others, and this is intended for sick 
horses. Each stall has a feed trough of iron 
.it tho coiunr, anil tbo halter strap is so ar- 
ranged with a weight and a pulloy that it 
:aini»t possibly become entangled in the 


Tito feeding arrangements are up stairs, 


mid the feed is drop]xjil down through chutes 
by means of slides, so rluit any given amount 
jun bo accurately measured. There is a little 
*ow stall at the bncU t'ui ono of the Jerseys, 
ind tliore are four or live other stalls in addi- 
tion to tho box ones. Each stall bus a place 
for nn iron label over it, on which is to be 
painted tho name of l.ho horao occupying it 


Tim second Iloor of these stables is reached 


by u winding staircase, and here are sitting 
moms fiUed up with a corner fireplace and a 
linrd wood mantel This room is the reception 
room of the stables, and it will ba well lighted 
and comfortably furnished. There aro also 
tlio licil rooms of the nmchman and footman, 
and Stanford will have, telephonic communi- 
cation with these stables It will be here 
that the servants who hnvo charge of the 
horses will live. Tho court room on tho 
second floor is only reached, «s far as vehicles 
aro cuncorneil, by the eluvntor. It is roughly 
finished, and thu mfteis look down upon the 
hard wood iloor nnd tho hall dozen carriages 
ruating upon

THE PRESIDENT'S STABLES. 


The president's stables are back of the 


White House, and his seal browns, which 
have been so much spoken of in the newspa- 
pers, are a very decent pair of easy going 
horses. The coachman is the most stylish 
thing about the turnout, and the president's 
favorite carriage is a Victoria. Tho coach- 
man is Albert Hawkins, a tall, stiff, colored 
man, whose skin is as black as the buggy he 
drives, and whose back is as stiff as a car- 
riage tongue. He dresses in a livery of a 
soft drab, such as you see in buckskin gloves, 
and this is ornamented with big silver but- 
tons. As he holds his whip in his right hand 
and drives Mrs. Cleveland and the president 
through the streets of Washington, he forms 
one of tho distinguished looking figures of the 
capital. The president's harness is made of 
black rubber and trimmed with silver, and 
its only ornament is a simple "G. C." in mon- 
ogram on tho rosetto of the bridle. His two

lo Washington in his 


trousers pocket. lie lately sold one horse to 
Lorillanl for $0,000, another to Jtiller & Sib- 
loy for $12,000 and n third t<. Stockbridgo, 
tho nuw senator from Michigan, for $10,000. 
Tho horse which Sfockbridge bought was a 
young 3-yenr old stallion named Sphinx. 
Senator Stanford did not know that Stock- 
bridge was to bo the purchaser, and it was 
bought through a third party. Ono of Stan- 
ford's horses, mimed Midnight, ho would not 
sell for $50,000, nnd he has been offered 
915,000 for it and would not take it The 
horse has no record, and this offer is consid- 
ered very remarkable. 
He has lost some- 


thing by accident^ to bis horses, and Fred 
Crocker was eslimnttd to be worth 120,000,

wonderful either in structure or in contents. 
The building is a brick, of ono story, and an 
attic made in the form of the head ot a.

Two wings run at right angles with the main 
building, one at each end, and the space be- 
tween these makes & sort ol courtyard, in 
which the bitching up and unhitching is done. 
In those wings are kopt thu carriages, and 
many a man in any 
city of tho -United 
States has just as 
good turnouts as 
those of the presi- 
dent. 
The front 


part of the stable 
on either side of the 
middle hall is al- 
lotted to tho horses, 
and the stalls are 
divided by fancy 
iron lattice work 
pointed in red and 
brown. There is a 
notice over tho en- 
trance stating that PRESIDENT'S COACHMAN. 
strangers are not admitted, but the daintiest 
lady could walk through these stables without 
soiling her clothes, ami everything is kept in 
apple pie order. 


Telephone Bell has a stable which is built 


upon ground worth at least $2 a square foot, 
and his pressed brick barn would rmilce a tcood 
enough houso for a congressman to live in. 
Don Cameron is a great horse lover, and ho 
keeps a number of fino riding and driving 
horses here at Washington. Ho and Gen Sheri- 
dan often ride out in the country together. 


Secretary Endicott bought Senator Pendle- 


ton's team when he rented his houso of him. I 
never saw Attorney General Garland driving, 
and Lamar rode on horseback during the first 
days of his administration. 


The Russian diplomats drive good horstt, 


and I see one Russian going about the city 
in a rig which looks us though it might 
have stepped out of a painting ot a Siberian 
scene. It has a single horse of immense size- 
driven by a Russian who will weigh at least 
SOO pounds. The horse has n great bow over 
his back and the carriage is large enough far 
only one person, and the driver sits in front 
of the occupant. 


Several of lien. Grant's horses are in the 


possession of Gen. Beale, who is one of the 
most noted horsemen of Washington. Ho 
has n stock farm near here, and bo and Grant 
used to drive out to this whenever the general 
visited the city. 


A great many of the senators drive good 


horses. 
Warner Miller had a couple of 


llambletonians who could trot in three min- 
utes, and Senator Spooner drives a pair ot 
bays who want to pass everything on the 
road. Tho horses of Senators Allison and 
Sherman make no pretensions as to speed. 
They are good looking, moderate going trot- 
ters, and Senator Evarts drives a couple of 
very good horses of Kentucky stocli. 


Some of tho public men hero rent their 


horses and livery to match. You can get a 
horse anil coupe, with driver, to serve you 
during the season at $150 a month, and the 
carriage will bo subject to your call. It Is 
said that some of the fine turnouts of the 
legations are hired nt the livery stables, and 
one minister is said to pay $175 a month for 
an equipage which passes ns his own.
